Increased Relief Allowance,

Increased relief allowances and 


revision and improvement of the 


administration of relief were 
among demands made of the pro- 
vinctal government by represent- 
atives of unemployed residents 
organizations who appeared be- 
fore the agricultural commitice 
of the legislature on Tuesday. 
The delegates subjected present 
allowances and administration to 
severe criticisms. 

Two of the jobless, Max Rosin 
and G. Pooie of Calgary, admitted 
under questioning that they were 
Communists, but they contended 
that their political affiliations had 
nothing to do with their appear- 
ance before the house.

INTIMIDATION CHARGED 

Poole was closely questioned by 
Hon, Lucien Maynard, minister of 
municipal affairs concerning family 
affairs and this led the Calgarian 
to charge that the government was 
trying to intimidate him. 

Poole was followed by G. F, 
Jamieson of Edmonton, who stated 
he was born in Alberta and was a 
former soldier. He denied Com- 
munistic tendencies and declared 
he was unafraid of any intimidation 


measures being directed against 
him.

It may be true that the proper 
machinery was not set up to ad- | 
equately supervise the admin- | 
istration ef the 1919 Housing Act, 
but there are many similar ex- 
amples of failure by private 
enterprise to soundly develop and 
complete housing projects, par- 
ticularly on large-scale opera- 
tions. This, however, does not 
mean that municipal housing pro-

The Dominion Housing Act of

Some Methods of Relieving |The Passing Show 


Constipation 


In the article for today I am going to dis- 
cuss some of those preparations used for re- 
lieving constipation which have come into vogue 
fairly recently and which are popularly held to 
have a more or less drugless action. Such pre- 
parations are effective either as bulk-increasers, 
or lubricators. Thus we have 
bran, psyllium seed, agar 
agar, and flaxseed among oth- 
ers, al] of which are bulk- 
producers; and mineral oil, 
which is a lubricator. 

In considering such reme- 
dies it is well to bear in mind 
that they chiefly produce a 
temporary effect. They are 
therefore best regarded as 
helps which are of value under certain condi- 
tions and for a limited time. They can not be 
considered as permanent cures, if by “cure” we 
mean an agent which wil] return the colon to 
normal working order. 

The reat treatment of constipation must un- 
failingly go back to the root causes and remove 
them. The normal healthy colen is a self- 
cleansing, self-regulating organ which will per- 
form its work, if given a chance, with entire 
success and without any anxious watching. 
When it is not self-cleansing and self-regulating, 
then we must look for the causes which are in- 
terfering with normal action. 

While we are discovering those causes and 
while treatment is being given, it may be ad- 
visable to employ certain measures which will 
produce a temporary cleansing of the large in- 
testine 
idea that whatever the preparation used, it is 
being used as an emergency help and does not 
claim to be a permanent substitute for normal 
bowel action 

There universal remedy which will 
work with equal success in all cases in relieving 
constipation. The measure which is satisfactcry 
with one individual may fail with another, either 
because it produces too much gas, proves irritat- 
ing, or fails to produce the desired result. It is 
therefore well to try to suit the method of relief 
to ihe patient. 

In choosing between one type of relief and 
another it is also necessary to keep in mind that 
constipation occurs in at least two general] types. 
In the first type, we have the colon which is lazy 
and flabby and which has been given too little 
exercise because the patient has been using con- 
centrated foods over a long period of time, which 
foods provide little bulk. This is called atonic 
nstipation. The bulk producers will often be 
helpful in these cases. 
nd type, we have the colon which

ated, called the spastic type. Here, 
to muc harsh roughage or bulk may only 
se t tate further a colon already irritable, 


and the patient may do best by using a lubricat- 
ing medium and soft, bland bulk 

In this latter type, mineral oil which is first 
warmed, then injected and allowed to remain 
over night may be beneficial. The plain warm

I qualified the other day for membership in 
that large company of people who “rush in 
where angels fear to tread.” I'd been feeling 
keenly for those unfortunate people in Madrid. 
I pictured them, bombarded by artillery, bomb- 
ed by Italian and German bombs, faced with 
starvation, excommunicated by 4heir church and 
promised as victims for rape and slaughter by 
Spanish generals to their Moorish, Italian and 
German mercenaries so soon as the proud city 
shall fall. Forgetting the sensibilities of many 
readers, I wrote something to the effect that it 
was hard to hold on to belief in a God of 
mercy. 

Quickly, severa! readers, sprang to the de- 
fence of the Almighty. Each took the ground 
that the cruelty in Spain comes from the cruel 
hearts of men, and causes grief to the heart of 
the Almighty, just as it does to peace-loving 
people. Lest I erred, I inention their viewpoint, 
though I get little comfort from it. If a couple 
of my children were busy maiming each other, 
I'd soon find a way to stop them. 


Reading my Bible, I don’t find much assur- 
ance that my correctors are necessarily right. 
There are many instances recorded in Holy 
Writ showing the Almighty as a participant in 
deeds of bloodshed. 1 Samuel 6c; 19v, tells how 
He slew 50,070 men of Bethshemesh, because 
some of thejr tribe had looked inside His ark 
when it was in their possession. 


Here in Alberta, the doctrine of the unquali- 
fied inspiration of the Bible is largely held. It 
is taught by many Bible teachers, including our 
own Premier, along with the anthropomorphic 
conception of the Deity. If these doctrines be 
true—and I am in no position to contradict them 
—it may well be that the continuance of the 
bloodshed ‘n Spain is due to overwork entailed 
in supervising the expanding Universe. 

Rev. T. Rhondda Williams, in his “Shail we 
understand the Bible” points out the evidences 
for an anthropomorphic God in the pages of 
Genesis and Exodus. He moulds dust inte hu- 
man form; plants a garden and walks in it in 
the cool of the day; he performs a surgical op- 
eration on Adam to obtain for him a wife: is 
angry and repentant; smells food; has a wrestl- 
ing bout with Jecob; makes coats; takes the 
wheels off the Egyptian chariots. When men 
make the Tower of Babel He comes down to 
see it. When the goings on at Sodom and Gom- 
orrah are reported to Him, He says, “I will! go 
down now, and see whether they have done al- 
together according to the cry of it which is come 
unto me; and if not, I will know.” 

Few lay people have any idea of how infin- 
itesimal the Iberian Peninsula is in the Uni- 
verse. Our earth is overshadowed by the larger 
planets. On a map of the solar system 465 ft. 4 
s square, our Earth would appear only as a 
pin-prick. On a map of the known Universe 
two city blocks square, our whole solar system 
would not even amount to a dot. It would take 
ten thousand solar systems to fill a dot the size 
of that which marks the end of this sentence.

With 80,000 Italian troops and 40,000 Ger- 
mans in Spain, and Madrid about to fall, France 
will now be forced to rid the Spanish peninsula 
Nazis and Fascists, or risk her future security. 

With Spain in the hands of a potential enemy 
she would have to defend another frontier. 
That would weaken her army and air forces and 
threaten her arms factories, established near to 
the Spanish border, for safety from German and 
Italian bombers.

Better than urging ¥rence to start a Europ- 
ean conflagration would be the entry of United 
States into the League. Had United States been 
a member of the League, adding her weight to

A Day in Canadian History 


Now that reciprocity with Great 
Britain and the United States is 
again a topic of political debate it 
may be worthwhile to note that it 
is just 90 years since the Legislative 
Assembly of the Province of Can- 


asking the Imperial Government to 
open negotiations with Washington 
for a mutual reciprocal trade agree- 
ment so as to permit free inter- 
change of goods between Canada 
and the Republic. This was fol- 
|lowed by a gesture which now 
seems strange. The Assembly low- 
ered duties on imports from the 
| United States from 124% to 7% por 
cent, and at the same time raised 
| the duties on imports from Britain 
from 5 to per cent, but this 
friendly gesture was ignored by 
| Washington. Then in 1849 the As- 
| sembly enacted that certain pro- 
ducts of the United States would be 
admitted free into Canada if the 
Americans accepted Canadian gocds
